When this noble monument of early Geography passed through 
our hands ten years ago, we stated that it was very possibly from 
the hand of the celebrated geographer Donnus Nicolaus Ger- 
manus, the Benedictine monk of the famous monastery at 
Reichenbach, who is known to have prepared the maps for the 
Ulm Ptolemy of 1482. We then pointed out its close resem- 
blance both to this celebrated volume and to the Wolfegg Codex, 
which had been shown to be the basis of the printed book by 
Prof. Joseph Fischer, S.J., who gives a long account of the 
various types of Ptolemy Manuscripts in his ‘‘ Discoveries of the 
Norsemen,” 1903. Since 1914, however, the present manuscript 
has been subjected to further examination, and we are now in a 
position to say that it is, practically without doubt, the original 
on which both the Wolfegg Codex and the Ulm Ptolemy are 
based. 

It is known that Brother Nicolaus corresponded regularly with 
Borso d’Este, Marsilio Ficino and Pope Pius IJ, and the proba- 
bility is that these maps were sent to him by one of his Italian 
humanist friends, since their Italian origin is unquestionable. 
‘his is proved by the humanistic script of the text, by the 
numerous Greek names showing that the compiler worked from 
a Greek manuscript of Ptolemy, retaining tee Greek names when 
he was doubtful of the Latin equivalents, by the Italianate 
character of the ornaments on the pages of description, by the 
fact that a somewhat similar volume of maps still remains in the 
Pontifical Library (see Thomassy, Les Panes Géographes, and 
Justin Winsor, Bibliography of Ptolemy's Geography, p. 4), and 
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Lot 135—continued. 
finally by the presence of the engraved map from Berlinghieri, 
which was no doubt inserted before the volume was despatched 
to Germany, because the original collection did not include a 
World map. 

That this volume is earlier than the Wolfegg Codex is proved 
first by the fact that the World map in the Ulm Ptolemy, while 
following closely the present map, shows a break in the northern 
coast line; secondly, by the presence in the Wolfegg Codex of 
five additional maps of Italy, Germany, France, Spain and 
Scandinavia, which are among the first attempts to modernize 
the traditional cartography, and are, no doubt, based on inform- 
ation supplied by German merchants, and thirdly, by the 
absence of Greek words from the descriptions in that volume. 
Hence the Wolfegg Codex must have been prepared by 
Brother Nicolaus from this manuscript, and on the Wolfegg 
Codex, as Professor Fischer has shown, the great Ulm Ptolemy 
was based; no other theory will explain the relationship 
between the three, their close general resemblance and the 
character of their differences in detail. How closely the Bene- 
dictine monk followed his model may be seen by comparing this 
manuscript with the magnificent copy of the Ulm Ptolemy 
(fot 120). There is, throughout, a marked similarity in 
drawing, geographical names and even spelling; the two World 
maps are on the same projection, and in each twelve heads are 
used to represent the winds. Even the ornaments to the pages 
of text are copied by the German woodcutter (Johannes Schintzer 
of Arnsheim), particularly a border composed of laurel garlands.

The Manuscript is, for the most part, in the finest possible condition, 
but the first three leaves, containing the map of the World and the left 
half of the first map of Europe, have been wet at some early period 
prior to the present binding, consequently the vellum of these three 
leaves is somewhat crumpled, and the colouring has run and off-set in 
a few places. In the map of the World the damage is confined princi- 
pally to Asia and to the Heads of the Winds in the border, but the 
colouring of Europe and Africa is only very slightly affected. In the 
first map of Europe there is merely a slight running of the colour 
from the border and from the sea, which in no way obscures the 
legibility of the hand-writing. The remainder of the volume is 
without reproach.
